Fifteen-year-old Anthony Quintal, better 
known to millions of online fans as Lohan- 
thony, may earn upward of six figures this year 
for posting sassy video blogs on YouTube. 

Quintal is one of about two dozen social 
media stars who appeared at an event this 
weekend in Rosemont, a sign of the shifting 
center of gravity from traditional to new me- 
dia, especially among younger consumers. 

SocialCon, held Saturday and Sunday, 
features young YouTube, Vine, Instagram, 
Twitter and Facebook mainstays for perfor- 
mances, panel discussions and one-on-one 
interactions with fans. 

The entertainment paradigm shift has led 
to a new crop of social media stars, and has 
also given rise to firms like Los Angeles-based 
Fullscreen, which has assembled and nurtured 
its own talent roster of some 80 homegrown 
YouTube stars. Founded in 201, Fullscreen 
has a subscriber base of 425 million and gen- 
erates more than 3.5 billion monthly video 
views, according to the company. 

The company markets its stars through 
commercial sales, sponsorships and appear-

ances, such as this weekend’s event. 

Quintal is among their youngest clients. 
The Massachusetts native began posting vid- 
eos to YouTube about five years ago, mostly 
out of “boredom,” he said. He started his You- 
Tube channel in January 2012. 

“Tt just happened with one video and peo- 
ple just started watching,” Quintal said. 

In June 2012, Lohanthony produced a vi- 
ral nine-second gem, “Calling All The Basic 
Bitches,” where he twirls one leg, decked out 
with blue sunglasses, chanting what has since 
become his “basic” catchphrase, a response to 
people who Quintal describes as “generic and 
don’t do their own thing.” 

Andrew Graham, a 25-year-old talent man- 
ager at Fullscreen, noticed Lohanthony’s bur- 
geoning fan base and pitched the opportunity 
to turn his videos into a profession. 

Quintal was immediately sold. His mother 
was skeptical. 

“I thought it was a scam,” said Monica 
Quintal, 45. “I would hang up on them.” 

After much pursuit, she agreed to be flown 
out to Hollywood in May 2013, where mother 
and son were dazzled by visits to Ryan Seacrest 


Productions and other studios. They signed a 
deal with Fullscreen two months later. 

Working with Fullscreen has opened doors, 
with appearances on network TV shows such 
as Tosh.o last September. His YouTube sub- 
scriber base has grown from 150,000 to nearly 
1.3 million since inking the deal. 

“Our team went and put together [Tosh.o]} 
for him,” Graham said. “Tosh had been trying 
to get in contact with Anthony for the longest 
time.” 

The company also had helped monetize 
Lohanthony, selling sponsorship packages, 
including product placements, tweets, Face- 
book and Instagram posts, which Lohantho- 
ny shares with his million-plus followers. 

Fullscreen also sells pre-roll commercials 
to pair with the YouTube videos, filled in 
with Google-placed ads as well. The company 
takes a share of revenue ranging from 10 to 
30 percent, according to Graham. 

In his first year since turning pro, Lohan- 
thony earned nearly $50,000, a figure ex- 
pected to double this year, according to his 
mother, who says they are launching a brand- 
ed clothing line within weeks.

When Jackie

ship, I saw what the 
win was truly about— 
redemption, but not 
in the classic sense. 

When the game 
was over, I looked 
over at a friend of 
mine who once 
played for JRW. After 
all, I invited him and 
his 4-year-old son over to watch the game. 

When the kids were running around the 
field celebrating, my friend was in tears. I 
knew they weren't just tears of joy; they were 
coming from someone who had once been 
where those kids were this week. 

To someone who played youth sports, it’s 
clear that support is what makes everything 
go. Many of the people I’ve noticed who've 
had genuine support of the team were former 
JRW players, men who played youth sports 
and fathers. 

They are aware of what being involved in 
team sports at a young age can do. The things 
the kids are learning are things they can take 
with them throughout their lives. 

When it comes to inner-city sports pro- 
grams, many of our friends who went to afflu- 
ent schools in the Catholic League or in the 
suburbs do not understand the magnitude of 
what JRW has done. 

A lack of resources and proper coaching 
has long been a problem in areas short on 
wealth. 

Mayor Emanuel, an active participant at 
the JRW watch parties, probably didn’t men- 
tion his role in stripping away after-school 
programs when he engineered the largest 
public school shutdown in American history. 

With JRW’s run through the Little League 
World Series, we’re seeing what can be ac- 
complished with proper oversight. The kids 
we saw this past week could be tomorrow’s 
high school players. 

Celebrities, elected officials and casual 
fans have shown support for JRW. It’s fine 
to attach notable people to a feel-good 
story. However, the story has layers most are 
unaware of. 

As I looked at the crowds at several of the 
watch parties—some official, some unoffi- 
cial—one thing comes to mind. 

If so many people from different back- 
grounds can get behind these kids, there’s 
hope for us yet.

Celebs are drinking them. Starbucks is investing in them. Now that cold-pressed 


juices have bubbled up beyond the health food crowd and gone mainstream, 


Chicago has gained a fresh crop of boutique juice bars. Made from pounds of 


organic produce and packaged in beautifully branded to-go bottles, cold-pressed 


concoctions are much more pricey than the traditionally processed juice you’re 


used to paying a couple bucks for at the grocery store. The owners of the city’s 


newest juice bars —three open now and two coming soon—are banking on Chi- 


cagoans forking over more cash for healthier, funkier juice blends. Here’s a look 


at what they’re mixing up for thirsty juice fans, plus what to do with all those 


bottles when you're done.

Chef owner Krissy 
Sciarra suggested first trying one of Harvest’s 
green juices that also contain more familiar 
ingredients such as apples.

is water-based (and has no added sweetener) 
rather than being the sweet, thick drink their 
customers expect. 

Harvest Juicery offers a 
three-day cleanse ($180) backed by Chicago- 
based nutritionist Jenny Westerkamp. Sciarra 
said that cleanses are not necessarily made 
for losing weight, but for “flushing out the 
bad, starting with the good.” 

One customer threw 
acocktail party using the leftover bottles 
instead of glasses and allowed her guests to 
take them home, Sciarra said. 

The shop also serves three 
raw smoothies ($8), which come in a green, 
a fruit and a break fast/protein version.

The laughs continue 


While Rick Steves 
possesses an exten- 
sive amount of useful 
information, he may 
have some competi- 
tion if Steve Coogan 
and Rob Brydon 
ever start compiling 
travel guides. As they did in the 201 film 
“The Trip,” the comedian friends, playing 
versions of themselves, make considerably 
entertaining travel companions throughout 
“The Trip to Italy,” another mix of middle- 
aged sadness and universally appealing 
celebrity impressions. 

Coogan can’t believe the Observer wants 
Brydon to write more restaurant reviews, 
since the two know nothing about food. 
(They also note, just like “22 Jump Street,” 
how rarely a sequel lives up to the original.) 
Driving around the titular country, the guys 
spend a high percentage of their time as oth- 
er people—at least as far as their voices are 
concerned. “The Trip to Italy” has another 
delightful war of Michael Caine impres-

sions, as well as Coogan winning the battle to 
impersonate De Niro and Brydon frequently 
returning to his Pacino. Woody Allen, 
Humphrey Bogart and Dustin Hoffman also 
appear within Brydon, who does a hilarious 
take on Tom Hardy’s Bane, whom Coogan 
says is in competition with Christian Bale’s 
Batman for the least intelligible character in 
“The Dark Knight Rises.” 

When they’re talking as themselves, 
Coogan (who is English) and Brydon (who 
is Welsh) again express a sense of lingering 
melancholy about growing older. They listen 
to Alanis Morissette’s “Jagged Little Pill” 
because it reminds them of younger days 
and note how young women look straight 
through them, as if they’re uncles. They dis- 
cuss classic movies and consider their place 
in the world and entertainment industry. 

Much of this subject matter relies on 
events discussed but hardly shown. So the 


effort by writer-director Michael Winterbot- 
tom to take “The Trip to Italy” (whose con- 
cept originated as a British TV miniseries) to 
a deeper place of loneliness and uncertainty 
doesn’t connect without more action in these 
“characters” lives. The film seems only a small 
piece of a larger story. Like all travel, I guess.
